Trying to Curb Cost 
of Auto Repairs; 
Postcard From Spain 


Long before Ralph Nader 


came over the horizon to torment 
the manufacturers of automo- 
biles newspaper editors (includ- 
ing The Star man) were scoffing 
at today's wrap-around bumpers 
as 
more 
ornamental 
than 


utilitiarian. 


Nader concentrated on the 


theme that cars are unsafe, 
which the majority of drivers 
ridicule, contending that it is the 
driver, not the car, that is un- 
safe. 


Our complaint is not that 


automobiles are unsafe but that 
their design popular in the 
United States for the last 20 
years makes body repair jobs 
tendious and costly. It used to be 
that a fender was replaced by 
simply unbolting the damaged 
member 
and replacing it. 


Nowadays you may have to 
replace nearly half the side of a 
car. 


My remarks are directed at all 


American brands. They are good 
machines but equipped with 
ridiculously poor 
bumpers. 


Bump a building but slightly 
while getting out of a tight place 
in an off-the-street parking lot 
and the close-set bumper springs 
a fender out of line. 


Sooner or later the Detroit 


manufacturers are going to have 
to realize that what the average 
American yearns for is a U.S. 
car equipped with Volkswagen 
bumpers. The truth is we are 
paying through the pocketbook 
for what Detroit calls a "good 
looks" design. 


I dislike the notion of seeking 


relief through a federal law, of 
which we already have too 
many. But I have been keeping 
up with the progress of a bill to 
set up federal standards for cars, 
and report that it is apparently 
sidetracked for this session. The 
House Commerce Committee 
voted 20 to 18 against it last 
week. However its author, Rep. 
John Moss (D. Calif.), said he 
would make another try. 


Much more practical than a 


new law is the program being 
worked on by the automobile 
insurance companies. They are 
planning to set up standards, 
particularly on bumpers, upping 
the premium rate on cars which 
don't afford sufficient body 
protection. This will get the job 
done. It will introduce a new note 
in auto trading—not only will you 
ask the car's price but also what 
the insurance rate is. Then 
Detroit will bend an earnest ear 
to John Public. 
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Bangladesh Takes 
Over Industry

DACCA (AP) — Prime Minis- 


ter Mujibur Rahman has na- 
tionalized the major industries 
in Bangladesh and announced a 
phased 
take-over 
of 
foreign 


trade and internal transport 
services. 


He said 
in 
a 
nationwide 


broadcast Sunday, the first an- 
niversary of the start of the 
civil war that led to independ- 
ence from Pakistan, that the 
move was necessary to rebuild 
the economy "on a war foot- 
ing." He also said his govern- 
ment soon will announce a rev- 
olutionary labor policy, but he 
did not elaborate. 


Under the nationalization de- 


cree, all jute, textile and sugar 
mills, domestic banks, and do- 
mestic 
insurance companies 


will be taken over by the gov- 
ernment. 
Only 
foreign-owned 


banks and insurance firms will 
be excluded, Mujib said. 


Most of the jute mills, the 


main foreign exchange earners 
for Bangladesh, were owned by 
West Pakistani families who 
fled the state shortly before it 
became independent at the end 
of the India-Pakistan war in 
December. 


Mujib also announced that a 


constitution is being drafted 
that will be based on nation- 
alism, democracy, secularism 
and socialism. He called on his 
people to build a society free of 
poverty, hunger and inequality, 
and he pledged his government 
will not let anyone die of star- 
vation. 


Mujib reiterated his foreign 


policies will be guided by the 
principles of nonalignment and 
peaceful coexistence and prom- 
ised lasting friendship with In- 
dia, which signed a 25-year 
friendship treaty with Bangla- 
desh March 19. 


Witness Testifies, Collapses 


DENVER (AP) — Lobbyist 


Dita D. Beard linked the White 
House to the controversy sur- 
rounding International Tele- 
phone & Telegraph Corp. before 
collapsing in bed during a hos- 
pital room hearing called by 
the

The 53-year-old Mrs. Beard, 


recuperating from a heart ail- 
ment, fell back onto her bed in 
pain Sunday after undergoing 
questioning by a Senate sub- 
committee 
investigating 


charges by syndicated colum- 
nist Jack Anderson. 


Dr. Louis Radetsky, her phy- 


sician at the Rocky Mountain 
Osteopathic Hospital, said later 
she had suffered severe pains 
in her chest, left shoulder, left 
arm and hand. Radetsky said 
she was resting comfortably 
four hours after the attack. 


Mrs. Beard, before the hear- 


ings were temporarily called 
off, had testified under oath 
that she had written a memo 
after her boss told her the 
White House had called him to 
find out what ITT's financial 


commitment would be toward 
the Republican National Con- 
vention. 


"It suddenly jumped up, is 


this $600,000 going to Nixon's 
campaign," Mrs. Beard testi- 
fied.

Troop Strength Below 
700,000 in Vietnam

SAIGON (AP) — American 


troop strength in South Viet- 
nam has dropped below the 
100,000 mark for the first time 
since the summer of 1965. 


The milestone in the phased 


pullout that began nearly three 
years ago was reached as the 
U.S. Command issued an offi- 
cial summary putting the num- 
ber of troops in Vietnam at 
101,700 for the week ending last 
Thursday. But military sources 
said that additional reductions 
in the 
following 
four 
days 


brought the level below the 
100,000 mark. 


The U.S. Command issues of- 


ficial strength summaries each 


Monday but they cover only the 
week 
ending 
the 
previous 


Thursday. The exact drop be- 
low 100,000 thus won't be offi- 
cially confirmed until a week 
from now. Currently, American 
troop strength has been falling 
about 1,000 each day. 


Last week's drop was 6,900 


men, the most in two months, 
and cut the military population 
to less than half the level of six 
months ago. 


The latest official summary 


gave this breakdown by serv- 
ice: Army 74,400; Air Force 
21,500; Navy 5,300; Marines 
400; Coast Guard 100. 


The summary does not in- 


clude 30,000 airmen based in 
Thailand and 15,000 Navy per- 


sonnel 
engaged 
in 
the 
In- 


dochina war from bases with 
the 7th fleet off Vietnam. 


President Nixon has ordered 


U.S. strength in Vietnam cut to 
69,000 by May 1. Peak Ameri- 
can strength reached 543,000 in 
April 1969, two months before 
Nixon announced the phased 
pullout of U.S. forces. 


During the big U.S. troop 


buildup in the summer of 1965, 
American strength in Vietnam 
reached 81,400 at the end of 
July, 100,300 in August and 184,- 
300 by the end of the year. 


Plans are for Army strength 


in Vietnam to be down to about 
48,000 by May 1, with about 16,- 
000 Air Force men and 4,500- 
Navy men remaining.

ATLANTA, Ga. (AP) — A 


federal judge has set aside the 
conviction of Louisiana Team- 
sters' boss Edward Grady Par- 
tin on three counts of con- 
spiracy to violate antitrust laws 
and ordered a new trial on an 
extortion conspiracy charge. 


Partin, 47, of Baton Rouge, 


was convicted March 2 of all 
four charges and his lawyers 
moved for a mistrial or for the 
judge to set aside the verdicts. 


The ruling, disclosed today, 


was made by U.S. District 
Court Judge James Battin of 
Billings, Mont. Battin was the 
judge for the five-week trial, 
held in Georgia on a change of 
venue. 


Battin said a new trial date 


would be set for the extortion 
conspiracy charge, which al- 
leges that Partin used strong- 
arm tactics to force a con- 
tractor into doing business with 


Baton Rouge cement producer 
Ted F. Dunham Jr. 


Dunham was convicted last 


year of conspiring with Partin 
to gain a monopoly over the 
concrete business in the Loui- 
siana 
capital 
through 
labor 


stoppages, sabotage and vari- 
ous other illegal means. 


Partin is business agent of 


the Teamsters local in Baton 
Rouge. 


Battin said he took his action 


because he felt assured that ap- 
peals courts were almost cer- 
tain to overturn the conviction 
of Partin on the three antitrust 
conspiracy charges. 


The reason, he said, was that 


he had not been able to erase 
from the memory of the jurors 
certain hearsay evidence ad- 
mitted in support of a 
fifth 


charge that was thrown out by 
Battin in the course of the trial. 


MIAMI, Fla. (AP) — George 


Wallace's Florida campaign 
manager says he personally 
will reassure a black couple 
that they have nothing to fear 
by attending the Democratic 
national convention as Wallace 
delegates. 


"We've been trying for the 


past two weeks to get people

BELFAST (AP) — Thousands 


of Protestant factory and office 
workers left their jobs today, 
paralyzing Northern Ireland in 
an angry backlash over British 
takeover of the their provincial 
government. 


A wing of the outlawed Irish 


Republican army announced it 
was easing its guerrilla cam- 
paign against civilian targets. 
But militant Catholic nation- 
alists of the IRA denied there 
was any truce. Underscoring 
the denial, three bombs ex- 
ploded in parked cars in Prot- 
estant sectors of Belfast. There 
were no casualties. 


The blasts sharpened tension 


in Northern Ireland's capital as 
columns of striking workers 
marched to city hall for a rally 
staged by the Ulster Vanguard 
Movement, a hardline Protes- 
tant organization. 


Electricity was cut at break- 


fast time and within minutes 
trade, production and 
traffic 


ground to a halt throughout the 
province. 


Vanguard 
leader 
William 


Craig, who called the two-day 
strike, was cheered when he 
told an estimated 20,000 strik- 
ers massed outside Belfast city 
hall, "We have to fight and we 


will fight." 


Craig, a former 
provincial 


home affairs minister, said the 
aim of the protest was to force 
the British to restore the sus- 
pended provincial parliament 
with greater powers than be- 
fore. He has vowed to make 
British rule impossible. 


He called on Protestants to 


rally outside the provincial par- 
liament building at Stormont 
when it holds its closing session 
Tuesday. He asked for a mas- 
sive show of support for Prime 
Minister Brian Faulkner, who 
quit rather than give in to the 
British demands. 


Thousands of workers across 


Ulster Joined the strike and 
held 
meetings 
supporting 


Faulkner—an 
indication 
that 


the new British secretary of 
state for Northern Ireland, Wil- 
liam Whitelaw, can expect little 
Protestant 
support while he 


rules the province for the next 
year. 


Nearly all the 5,400 men at 


Belfast's Short-Harland aircraft 
plant walked out. So did most 
of the 10,000 workers at the 
Harland and Wolff 
shipyard.

The Supreme Court upheld 


Rowan's ruling that the in- 
creased assessments were ille- 
gal since Hargett received no 
notice of the increases. Rowan 
had ordered that the tax collec- 
tor should collect only those 
taxes which were due based 
upon the 1969 assessment. Oua- 
chita County Tax Collector Jer- 
ry McMahen argued that the 
tax assessor was not required 
to give notice of the amount of 
1970 assessments since Hargett 
did not voluntarily assess for 
that year. 


But Hargett said the failure 


to notify him prevented him 
from appealing to the equal- 
ization board and other appro- 
priate agencies. He said that 
when the increases were dis- 
covered the equalization board 
was no longer in session. 


"Without the essential ele- 


ments of the right of notice and 
appeal, there is a conflict with 
the constitutional requirement 
of due process of law," the Su- 
preme Court said in the major- 
ity opinion written by Associate 
Justice Frank Holt. 


Holt said the general ruled 


appeared to be that when a tax- 
payer does not assess his prop- 
erty, the proper official may 
make the assessment as au- 
thorized by statute providing 
the taxpayer is given proper 
notice and has the right to be 
heard with appellate review. 


Holt said Hargett had a right 


to be heard through the appel- 
late processes provided by stat- 
ute before the increased assess- 
ments 
became 
irrevocably 


fixed. Chief Justice 
Carleton 


Harris and Justice John A. 
Fogleman dissented. Fogleman 
wrote that the argument that a 
property owner's failure to as- 
sess is a voluntarily assessment 
at the values fixed for the pre- 
ceeding year is without any 
support in law. He said the as- 
sessor is required to file a re- 
port of his assessment by a 
specified time and that an own- 
er has a right of appeal from 
this report to the board of 
equalization. 
Fogleman 
ob- 


served that in an earlier case 
the court had held that oppor- 
tunity for judicial review pro- 
vided by Arkansas laws met 
federal constitutional require- 
ments.

Dear Dr. Lamb — Why do 


doctors insist on treating a 
bad cold with so-called syn- 
thetic drugs when penicillin 
seems to work better and 
faster providing the patient 
is not allergic to it. The last 
cold I had the doctor pre- 
scribed synthetics. 
During 


the four days I was on the 
drug I ran a fever of 100 de- 
grees, coughing and chest 
congestion. They finally gave 
me penicillin and the fever 
broke the evening after I 
began taking it. 


Dear Reader — Colds and 


r e s p i r a t o r y infections 
lumped into that category 
are caused by viruses. A 
virus is a link between the 
things that are purely chem- 
ical and living matter. It can 
only reproduce itself while 
inside a living cell. This is 
why all of the virus work 
has been done by inoculating 
eggs, animals or other living 
tissue. This is distinctly dif- 
ferent from bacteria, which 
can be grown on the surface 
of a culture plate or on the 
surface of oyt: throat. E«ni-; 
cillin has no "effect* whatever 
on treating virus infections. 


Accordingly, doctors don't 


treat colds with penicillin 
with the thought in mind that 
they are going to get rid of

Dear Dr. Lamb — Why is

have it and sugar only shows 
in the blood. Is a person 
more apt to go into a coma 
when sugar does not show 
up in the urine? 


Dear Reader — If the kid- 


ney is working properly, it 
acts as a filter for the blood. 
Sugar is filtered out into the 
urine only when the amount 
in the blood rises to a fairly 
high level. Even normal peo- 
ple, when they eat a lot of 
sweets, 
may 
have 
some 


sugar in the urine within the 
next hour or two. 


A person can have a high- 


er than normal level of blood 
sugar and the level still not 
be high enough for sugar to 
be spilled out of the urine. 
Diabetes in these individuals 
is diagnosed by the blood 
test. If the kidney is normal 
and there is no sugar in the 
urine, the level of increased 
sugar in the blood is limited. 
Such a person is less likely 
to go into a coma than a per- 
son who has sugar in the 
urine with normal kidneys, 
since diabetic coma is more 
apt to occur if the blood 
sugar is too high. 


This of course is the basis 


on which diabetics test their 
urine for sugar to see how 
much i n s u l i n they should 
take. If sugar begins to show 
up in the urine, they are 
either off their diet or not 
taking enough insulin.

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Wants Army Surveillance 
off Civilians Continued

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Justice 
Department 
today 


urged the Supreme Court to cut 
off a major test of the Army's 
surveillance of civilians until 
there is concrete evidence that 
constitutional rights have been 
violated. 


"The courts are not a band of 


grand ceasors of governmental 
policy," Solicitor General Er- 
win N. Griswold declared in an 
advance brief. He said the four 
individuals and 
nine groups 


challenging the surveillance do 
so with "the broadest of gener- 
alities." 


As a result of their suit, the 


U.S. 
Circuit Court for the Dis- 


trict of Columbia last April or- 
dered what amounts to a trial 
of the way the Army gathered 
information about individuals 
and associations beginning in 
the summer of 1965. 


Today's one-hour hearing was 


on an appeal by the Justice De- 
partment to head off that in- 
quiry. Griswold said that before 
any person or group is allowed 
into court to challenge the sur- 
veillance 
as 
being 
uncon- 


stitutional there should be evi- 


dence—or at least a claim—of 
"distinctive and discriminating 
harm." 


The suit was begun in 1970 by 


Arlo Tatum, executive secre- 
tary of the Central Committee 
for 
Conscientous 
Objectors; 


Conrad Lynn, a New York law- 


yer; 
Rev. Albert B. Cleage Jr., 


minister of the Shrine of the

Benjamin N. Wyatt Jr., a Cali- 
fornia lawyer; and by nine 
groups. They are: 


Women Strike for Peace; Chi-

Their lawyer, Frank Askin of 


Rutgers I.aw School in Newark, 
N.J., said the suit is made "of 
sterner stuff" than Griswold in- 
dicated. Askin said it charges 
that the purpose and effect of 
the surveillance was to make 


people fearful of protesting gov- 
ernment policies 
since what 


they said would be recorded by 
the Army. 


Under the government's theo- 


ry, Askin said, the courts could 
not review Army surveillance 
until 
a 
specific 
individual 


proved he lost his freedom of 
speech and also lost his job or 
went to jail. 


Griswold 
told 
the 
court, 


meanwhile, that the surveil- 
lance 
by some 1,000 plain- 


clothes investigators was de- 
signed to find out which cities 
had high potential for violence 
and which speakers at public 
meetings were most likely to 
excite a crowd to action. He 
said the program was cut back 
following the peak of civil dis- 
orders in the summer of 1968 
and was reduced again in mid- 


1970. 


The 
information 
gathered 


was the kind that any trained 
newspaper reporter can amass, 
Griswold said, and there have 
been no allegations that the 
Army conducted surveillance of 
"wholly private activity." 


A decision from the court is 


expected by mid-June.

October 13, 1971. When will my 
payments start, assuming my 
claim

social 
security 


disability benefits is allowed? 


A. Because the law provides 


for a six-month waiting period, 
payments to a disabled worker 
and his family cannot begin until 
the seventh 
full month of 


disability. This means that if 
your claim for disability benefits 
is allowed, you will be entitled to 
benefits effective with the month 
of May, 1972. The payment for 
this month is made on the third of 
the following month. 


Q. My 16-year old son dropped 


out of school last month. Will his 
social security 
benefits be 


stopped? 


A. No. Benefits to your child 


will continue until he reaches age 
18. At that time, his benefits will 
terminate, unless he returns to 
school full-time, in which case, 
he remains eligible for benefits 
until he reaches age 22, if he does 
not marry. 


Q. I have been covered by

since July, 1971.
